Gould, Gets Absolute Decree 


From Little Boni 


Count and Countess Boni De Castellane, Who Were Divorced Today in Paris. 


Parts, Nov. 14.—The trlounal or first 


Instance of the Seine, Judge Ditte pre- 
eiding, at noon today granted a 
di- 


vorce to the Countess de Castsllane. 
(formerly Miss Anna Gould of New 
York), and gave her the custody of her 
children, who, however, will not be al- 
lowed to be taken from France with- 
out the consent of their father. Count 
Boiii De Castellane. 


The end of the famous case came 


suddenly. 
Tho court brushed aside 


the demand of the count's lawyers for 
an examination of witnesses, and as 
anticipated, the public prosecutor did 
not even ask to be heard. As soon 
as the court assembled Judge Ditte 
handed down the judgment, which is 
a sweeping victory for the countess. 
In granting her petition for divorce 
the court gave the countess the cus- 
tody of her children, the count being 
allowed only the usual rights to see 
them and share in the control of their 
education, which was not contested. 


The count is given the right to see 


the children at stated periods at the 
home of their grandmother and keep 
them a month annually during the 
holidays. 


Boni G«ts Nothing. 


The count's demand for an. "ali- 


mentary allowance of $50,000 annual- 
ly" wa» pronounced by the court to be 
•without foundation in law and wa» re- 
jected. 


The only point 
decided in 
the 


count's favor was the imposition of 
the inhibition on the countess to take 
the children out or *ts*co without 
their father's consent 


The court appointed the president 


of the chamber of notaries to liqui- 
date the affairs of the husband and 
•wife. 


The Judgment was given with costs 


against the count. Tho decree,, the 
reading of which hardly consumed five 
minutes, was delivered by the Judge 
In a voice so low as to be practically 
inaudible to the eager crowd 
filling 


the court room. Many women climbed 
the chairs in vain efforts to hear the 
decision and when they were aware 
tiin.t a divorce 
was granted 
they 


«eemed actually to resent the loss of a 
public trial at which people In high 
•oclety would bo compelled to testify. 


Formal Counts of Complaint. 


Stripped of textual verbiage, the for- 


mal counts upon which the attorneys 
of the Countess De Castellane asked 
lor a divorce wcro as follows:

bers, and believed to have been four 
in number, made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to crack the safe in the bank of 
Andrews at 
-1 o'clock 
this morning. 


Three charges of nitre-glycerine were 
exploded, but the 
robbers 
did not 


reach the cash box and hurriedly lied 
the town in two rigs which had been 
stolen. Officers have no trace of the 
thieves. 


But one man of the gang was seen, 


and ho was the man stationed on the 
outside of the building as a guard. 
The operations of the robbers appear 
to have aroused nobody until after the 
third attempt to blow the safe except 
Max T. Morris, a young man who r> 
cupies a room 
directly 
across the 


street from 
the 
bank. Morris was 


awakened by the first explosion, and 
glancing out of the window he saw- 
one of the gang standing in front of 
the bank building with a. dark lantern, 
which he occasionally flashed. 
Later 


two other explosions followed, after 
which the man on guard outside the 
bank gave a signal to his fellows and 
the gang hurried away. 
Morris re- 


mained In his room until they had lied 
and then awakened C. E. Bndicott, the 
cashier of the bank.

LOOK OUT FOR THIS BAD BILL. 


New and Dangerous Counterfeit of the 


"Buffalo" $10 Note. 


Washington, Nov. 1-i.—The United 


States secret service announces the 
discovery of a new counterfeit 
$10 


"Buffalo" United States note. 


This counterfeit 
is 
apparently a 


photo-lithographic production printed 
on two pieces of paper with silk fiber 
distributed between them. 
The face 


of the note Is grayish black. 
The 


numbering, seal and large X ten are 
of good color and workmanship. The 
check letter and plate number do not 
appear in the lower right hand cor- 
ner. The back of the note is a dark, 
bluish green. By Itself this counter- 
feit is apt to deceive, but when han- 
dled with genuine notes the marked 
difference In the color of the back 
should lead to its immediate detec- 
tion.

Make Attack to Save 


His Name. 


Moscow, Mov. 14.—There is deep in- 


dignation in military and civil 
life 


over the astonishing revelations fol- 
lowing the alleged attempt to assas- 
sinate Gen. Rheinbot Monday. 


Strong circumstantial evidence sup- 


ports the theory that Gen. 
Rheinbot 


was the author of the so-called 
plot 


against his life. In order to retrieve 
his waning fortunes and retain his po- 
sition in the army. 


The bomb is now declared to have 


been a harmless one, made in a man- 
ner long ago discarded 
by 
revolu- 


tionists. 
What arouses the greatest 


anger is the fact that the man en- 
gaged by Gen. Rheinbot to carry out 
the program of throwing the 
bomb 


was in turn shot dead by the general, 
after having been promised a reward 
and guaranteed his fredoom from pun- 
ishment. 


Congratulated by Czar. 


Gen. Rheinbot has 
received hun- 


dreds of messages, including a person- 
al communication from Emperor Nich- 
olas, through Premier Stolypln, and 
a dispatch from Count de Wltte, con 
gratulating him upon his escape. 
In 


spite of these congratulations, which 
give color to the official version of the 
attempt on the prefect's life, there is 
proof that, Geu. Rheinbot was himself 
the author of the plot to stave off re- 
tirement, it having been decided upon 
in official circles to relieve him from 
duty. 


Gen. Rheinbot. at the time the at- 


tempt on his life was made, was fol- 
lowing an 
unusual 
path 
on 
foot 


through narrow alleys. The bomb ex- 
ploded in a. manner described as high- 
ly suspicious. Pieces picked up on the 
spot show it to havo been 
nothing 


more than an imitation bomb, quite 
without effective covering and per- 
fectly harmless. It failed to explode 
until It had rolled to the opposite, side 
of the street and to a safe distance 
from the prefect. 


Type of Bomb Discarded. 


Tho original theory was that 
the 


bomb did not. go off because tho dy- 
namite lu it. was frozen. Now the po- 
lice explain It. was a fuse bomb, and 
the 
social 
revolutionists 
discarded 


such missies long ago. 


On accout of the Indignation aroused 


at thn statement that Gen. Rheinbot 
shot, down his assailant while he was 
being held by two policemen, a state- 
ment was Issued last, night to the ef- 
fect that, the bomb 'thrower, when he 
was killed by the general, was strug- 
gling to escape and that he also fired 
at the prefect, but tho revolver which 
he Is alleged to have used has not 
been found. 


It Is declared that the man did not 


have a revolver, that he fired at no- 
body, and that he had been promised 
that he would be allowed to escape. 
Gen. 
Rheinbot, however. Is alleged to 


have shot him to get rid of him. 


The claim mario by the police that,

Philadelphia. Pa., Nov. 14.—The na- 


j tional congress of 
uniform 
divorce 


laws, which yesterday began the con- 
sideration of a bill for adoption by all 
the states in the union, today took up 
article 4, which names the causes for 
divorce from bed and board. 


The three articles adoped yesterday 


were as follows: 


Article 1—Causes existing at mar- 


riaga for annulment of the marriage 
shall be incurable physical disability, 
consanguinity or affinity according to 
the table of degrees 
established by 


law. bigamy, fraud, force or coercion, 
insanity of either party, when the wife 
is under 16 years old, or the husband 
under 18, at the suit of either party. 


Article 2—Kinds of divqrce shall he 


divorce from the bonds of matrimony, 
nr absolute divorce and divorce from 
bed and board or judicial separation. 


Article 3—Causes for divorce from 


the bonds of 
matrimony 
shall 
be 


adultery, bigamy, conviction and sen- 
tence for at least two years for crime, 
extreme cruelty on the part of either 
husband or wife as to endanger the 
life or health of the other party and 
render cohabitation unsafe, wilful de- 
sertion for two years, habitual drunk- 
enness for two years. 
DELEGATES FROM MANY STATES 


Delegates from twenty-seven states 


and the District of Columbia and rep- 
resentatives of all protestant denomi- 
nations who attended the international 
conference on marriage, together with 
the Roman Catholic prelate. Bishop 
Shanley, of North Dakota, are attend- 
ing the sessions. 


Governor Penny-packer, of Pennsyl- 


vania, presided over the sessions yes 
terday, when the delegates adopted 
about one-third of the proposed uni- 
form bill as drafted by the committee, 
which was appointed nine months ago 
at the first meeting of the congress, 
which was in Washington. 


Discussion of the bill by sections be- 


gan at the afternoon session, the morn- 
ing having been taken up by Governor 
Pennypacker's afidress and the read- 
ing of the report of Walter George 
Smith, of Pennsylvania, chairman of 
the committee which drew up the bill. 


Change* Made In Bill. 


Tho important changes In the bill 


are the striking out of all references 
to proceedings and practice, leaving 
the question for the various legislative 
bodies to pass upon. The committee 
decided that so long as open hearings 
are held and the laws provide 
for 


direct service on the respondent, and 
flx a punishment 
for collusion, the 


measure need not 
conform 
to any 


fixed rule. 


The causes Tor which divorce can be 


granted are infidelity, felony, bigamy, 
desertion, habitual drunkenness and 
Intolerable cruelty, and In the discus- 
sions of the various sections there was 
little opposition to any of these provi- 
sions, but In the list of causes for an- 
nulment of marriage, opposition was 
presented agaJnst several. 


Governor Pennypacker took 
excep- 


tion to the clause which provides that 
if either party unknown to the other 
was Insane at the time of marriage, It 
should be annulled. 
The 
governor 


held that the clause not only gave 
the sane party the right to begin suit, 
but also the lunatic. 


Holds Provision Wrong. 


This would give a commission ap- 


pointed by the court a right to begin 
a suit in the name of an Insane party 
even if the person not insane did not 
want a divorce. He argued that mar- 
riage was a "personal relation and a 
third person had no rights in the con- 
tract. 


Seneca, N. Taylor, of St. Louis, and 


C. LaRue Munson, of Willlamsporl, 
Pa., clashed with the governor on the 
subject. Mr. Taylor said the 
third 


party is the public and It has a right 
to forbid the propagation of children 
from insane. The question of proper- 
ty rights, he held, also was Involved. 


Mr. Munson said the clause was the 


only protection for an Insane person 
against a designing man or 
woman. 


He cited a case where relatives and 
friends were helpless to protect an im- 
becile who had married a 
designing 


woman. The clause was adopted. 


There also was opposition to the 


clause annulling the marriage of a girl 
under the age of 16 and a youth under 
18. Ernest Merten, of Wisconsin, held 
that a girl under 18 years was Inca- 
pable of making a. proper 
marriage 


contract and Frank H. Kerr, of Ohio, 
favored a law of his state which 
makes the marriage of a boy under 21 
and a girl under 18, void. 


Woman Favor*.Low Age. 


Miss Rachael Slegel, of Utah, the 


only 
woman speaker, held that 16 


years for the girl was right. She said 
"we women ought to 
know." 
The 


clause was adopted. 


Though personally opposed 
to di- 


vorce. Bishop Shanley voted for the 
sections in behalf of his state because 
the other delegates were not present. 


The report of the 
committee 
was 


read by Walter 
George 
Smith, of 


Pennsylvania, who said that .the bill 
was substantially the same as that al- 
ready published. 


Chairman, Smith, called special at- 


tention to the paragraph which pro- 
vides that no record or evidence In 
any divorce case shall be impounded 
or access thereto refused. 
He said 


there had been opposition to making 
all divorce proceedings open to the 
public because of the evil influence 
they may have on the community, but 
the committee, he said, decided 
on 


open 
proceedings because the bene- 


fit a from public hearings outweigh the 
dangers.

REPORT IS SUBMITTED. 


Jail Record for Year Forwarded to 


Charity Board. 


Deputy Sheriff Martin Detzer, after 


several weelts of hard work, has just 
completed a comprehensive report of 
the records of the Allen county jail 
for the year ending Oct. 31, which has 
been forwarded to the state board of 
charities and correction. 


The report shows that for the year 


BT3 prisoners served 
out fines and 


sentences and of this number forty- 
four were women and one a boy under 
eighteen. Forty insane persona were 
confined in the jail during the year 
and 207 others, which included wit- 
nesses and people held for trial. 


Thirteen boys and six girls under 


eighteen were detained as prisoners, 
most of whom wet*e 
held 
pending 


their transportation tc Plainfield or 
the industrial prison at Indianapolis. 
During the month of October twenty- 
five prisoners served sentences, ten 
were held awaiting trials, there were 
five insane patients and two men were 
confined as witnesses.

Tha adminis- 
tration of tho salicylic acid is attend- 
ed by a gradual decrease In the weight 
of the subjects, although tho quantity 
of food elements administered during 
the preservative and after periods is 
slightly increased,

gether with a prcator degree of ab- 
sorption of the food elements, should 
have resulted in a slight increase in

ing influences of the

upon metabolism, although not very 
great, are specifically demonstrated. 


The final conclusion in this matter, 


therefore. Is that the unenviable po- 
sition which salicylic acid has heieto- 
fore held among preservatives, in be- 
ing regarded as the most injurious ot 
all, is perhaps to a certain extent un- 
deserved. 
Like other ordinary pre- 


servatives, it Is not one which can he 
classed as a poison in the usual sense 
of the word. When used as a medi- 
cine In many cases of derangement of 
health it is, like the other chemical 
preservatives, often highly beneficial 
when properly prescribed by a compe- 
tent physician. It is, when used in 
the food, at first an apparent stimu- 
lant, increasing the solubility and ab- 
sorption of the common food elements 
from the alimentary canal. 


It soon, however, loses Us stimulat- 


ng properties and becomes a depres- 
sant, tending to break down the tis- 
sues of the body more rapidly than 
thy/ are built up. It disturbs the 
metabolic processes, in most cases 
producing conditions which are not 
normal and which apparently are not 
beneficial. It has a tendency to di- 
minish the weight of the body and to 
produce a feeling of discomfort and 
malaise, which, while not marked, is 
distinctly Indicative 
of 
Injury. 
In 


some cases these symptoms of ma 
laise approach Illness, and while not 
always diagnostic are sufficiently com- 
mon to unmistakably point to the sali- 
cylic acid as their origin. It places 
upon the excretory organs, especially 
the kidneys, an additional burden 
which they are not able to bear and 
which cannot possibly result in any 
good, but on the contrary must neces-

Naval Fight Off Seal Islands May Fol- 


low Fishing Dispute. 


Washington, Nov. 14.—No confirma- 


tion of the Victoria report that two 
Russian converted cruisers had been 
sunk by a Japanese destroyer in the 
neighborhood of the Seal islands can 
be had at the state department, or 
the Russian and Japanese embassies 
here. 


Inofficial reports are to the effect 


that there has been much friction be- 
tween the Russian guards controlling 
the seal rookeries in the neighborhood 
of Copper islands and Japanese seal 
poachers similar to the friction which 
has arisen in the case of our own seal 
Islands, and the officials would not 
be surprised if bloodshed resulted off 
Copper island as in the case of the 
Frybllov islands. One report was that 
the crew of a Japanese sealing vessel 
had attacked tho Russian short patrol, 
firing repeatedly at the blockhouse in 
which the latter sought refuge. 


In return the Russian cruisers have 


captured several Japanese sealing ves- 
sels and hard feeling has resulted be- 
cause the Japanese claim that they 
were unlawfully seized outsiffe of the 
three-mile limit and 
the 
fishermen 


have called upon their own govern- 
ment for protection. 
So the situation 


Is regarded here as one that might 
readily become critical in case a Jap- 
anese warship shoald fall in with a 
Russian cruiser carrying off a prize 
of this kind.

SEABOUD. 


Adam Seabold, a highly-respected 


pioneer resident of Lake 
township, 


died at 4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon 
from gangrene at his home on the 
Leesburg road, six miles west of the 
city, tho end coming after an extended 
illness. 


Mr. Seabold was born June IS, 1826, 


in Rohten, Hesse-Darmstadt, Germany, 
and came with his parents to America 
at the age of 9 years, landing In Balti- 
more July 4, 1835. Ho lived for a 
time at Pittsburg, Cleveland, Detroit 
and Monroe. Mich., finally going to 
Toledo and taking a place on tho con- 
struction work of tho Wabash and 
Erie canal. When the canal was com- 
pleted to Fort Wayne Mr. Seabold lo- 
cated here, and began farming a tract 
owned by Jud^e Hanna and now the 
site of the state school for feeble- 
minded youth.

the wilderness and making the home 
where the remainder ot their lives 
were spent.

Schafer and Mrs. Fred Schafer, of 
Fort Wayne; Mrs. Samuel McCormlck, 
of Lake township, and Mrs. Frederick 
Altekruse, with whom the aged father 
made his home. There are nineteen 
grandchildren. 
The wife has been 


dead almost twenty years.
